A sixth-grade self-contained 
classroom will be taught by Lisa 
Sutley, while Deborah Lee will teach 
fifth grade with a concentration in 
math. Melanie R. Waddail will teach 
fourth grade with a concentration in 
science. A fifth-grade self-contained 
class will be taught by Pam 
McCollough, who has been an aide 


in the system. 

Carolyn Tyson will be teaching 
second grade. She is the wife of high 
school assistant principal Willie 
Tyson. Norma Young will serve as an 
elementary aide in Chapter I and 
work some with PE. 

Junior high science will be taught 
by Major Lee. He will also heip 
coach football and basketball. Last 
year he held a similar position at 
Ariton. High school Special 
Education will be taught by Jeanne 
Vignola, who will be replacing 
Barbara Amos, who resigned. 

Mike Carnley was transferred 
from agri-business to counselor, 
replacing retiring John Sharpless. 
Mike Harrelson was hired for the 
agri-business slot. He is a product of 
the Elba system and has been 
teaching at Kinston for the past two 
years. 

Karen Scott, a former Elba 
teacher, will be teaching in the 
elementary and middle schools as a 
math and reading specialist. She will 
be working with students and 
faculty. 

The new band director, Gary 
Bradley, will be at work on 
Monday, July 6, board members 
were told. 

An offer to help sell three acres of 
land the board owns on the 203 
Bypass was tabled until receipt of 
further information, Board members 
didn’t express high interest in 
selling the land. 

Board members Gareth Lindsey 
said at one of the meetings: ‘‘Some 
of these people we have just hired 
could teach anywhere. I am pleased 
to see them come here.”’ 


After nearly eight months of 
court proceedings, the results of the 
City of Elba’s wet-dry election 
appear to be official, according to 
Circuit Judge Gary McAliley, who 
this week ruled that four Elba 
residents who filed a challenge to the 
outcome of the election had no right 
to challenge the election and 
declared the challenge dismissed. 

A wet-dry election was held at 
the general election in November, 
1986, and the citizens of Elba voted 
608-575 to keep the sale of alcoholic 
beverages out of the city. Following 
the election a number of Elba 
residents filed a challenge to the 
election claiming misconduct, fraud 
or corruption had occurred at the 
election, and in the challenge asked 
the court to set the vote aside and 
declare the election results null and 
void. 

The city filed a motion to dismiss 
the challenge on Dec. 22, 1986, anda 
hearing was set in front of Circuit 
Judge Sam Adams. On Dec. 29, 


Adams announced he had reviewed 
the request by the city and granted 
the motion to dismiss the challenge. 

In making tlie decision, Judge 
Adams stated the plaintiffs had 
failed to comply with rules of 
procedure in the filing of the original 
suit and also ruled that the circuit 
court didn’t have jurisdiction since 
the election contest provision of the 


law applied only to elections 
involving political office. 
Elba attorney Bill Stokes, 


attorney for the plaintiffs, filed a 
petition in February, 1987, in an 
attempt to get a second hearing and 
filed an appeal to have Adams’ 
decree overturned. 

On Feb. 18 the case returned to 
court and Stokes _ presented 
arguments to Judge Gary McAliley 
in an attempt to have the challenge 
filed and McAliley stated he would 
raphe a decision in the case on March 


The decision was delayed for a 
number of months and it was learned 


Manhunt underway in county 


An extensive manhunt is con- 
tinuing in Coffee County this week 
for a man who fired a shot at a Coffee 
County deputy from the backseat ofa 
patrol car, forced the deputy out of 
the car and stole the vehicle before 
later abandoning it near a farm 
house in north Coffee County. 

A spokesman for the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Dept. reported that 
Deputy Jack Herbert responded to a 
report of an abandoned car on 
Saturday, June 27, in the north part 
of the county, and while investigat- 
ing the vehicle for signs of identifica- 
tion, a man identified as James 
Randall Sanders got out of another 
vehicle and approached the car. 
Sanders stated he had been drinking 
the night before and had forgotten 
where he left his car, He explained 
he had talked a resident of the area 
into driving him around until he 
found the car and said he was ready 
to drive the car away. 

Deputy Herbert decided to bring 
Sanders into the Elba office for 
questioning, and while on the way 


back to Elba Sanders pulled a .45 
pistol from his clothing and fired a 
Shot through the cage between the 
seats, striking the dashboard of the 
patrol car. 

Sanders then told Herbert to find 
a dirt road and after stopping, made 
the deputy leave his gun in the car 
and walk to the rear of the vehicle. 
Sanders then left the scene on the 
Patrol car, only to abandon the 
vehicle hours later off County Rd. 33. 

Authorities searched the area 
where the car was abandoned 
throughout the day on Sunday and 
Monday, and although a possible 
Sighting was reported Sunday 
afternoon, the fugitive had not been 
found as of late Tuesday afternoon. 

Sanders is described as 5-8, 155 
pounds with reddish blonde hair and 
a beard and a tatoo of a cobra on his 
arm. He should be considered armed 
and extremely dangerous and 
anyone who thinks they may have 
seen Sanders should call the sheriff's 
department immediately. 
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recently that a failure to make a 
ruling would in effect kill the 
challenge; however, on Tuesday, 
June 30, McAliley released his 
decision in favor of the city. 

In announcing his judgment, 
McAliley stated the Alabama law on 
which the plaintiffs based their 
complaint was not applicable to 
wet/dry municipal elections and that 
elections belong to the political 
branch of government, and in 


absence of special constitutional or 
statutory provisions, are beyond the 
control of judicial power. 

Continuing, Judge McaAliley 
ruled that the Alabama legislature 
had not chosen to pass into law any 
provision for the judicial contest of a 
wet/dry municipal election and in 
closing ordered that this court’s 
earlier dismissal of the case 
remained in effect. 


Waters bound over to grand jury 


An Elba man charged with 
assaulting a man with a kitchen 
butcher knife was bound over to the 
Coffee County grand jury this week 
after a preliminary hearing before 
District Judge Tom Head. 

Fredrick Waters, alias 
“Iceman,’’ faces 10 - 20 years in 
prison and up to $10,000 in fines if 
found guilty of the first degree 
assault charge. He is free on $10,000 
bond awaiting grand jury action. 

According to the testimony of the 
victim, John L, Wade Jr., the 


incident occurred while Wade was 
visiting a girlfriend’s house. Waters 
was reportedly at the house and an 
argument ensued between the men, 
at which time Wade claims Waters 
attacked him with a butcher knife. 

Wade was taken to the 
emergency room of the Elba General 
Hospital and then transferred to a 
Dothan hospital with wounds to his 
body that included six knife wounds, 

Wade also stated that over 90 
percent of his ear was cut off during 
the attack, 


Skinner bound over to grand jury 


A 29-year-old Coffee County man 
was bound over tothe grand jury this 
week on charges of possession of 
marijuana. 

Bennie Skinner, a resident of the 
Brooklyn Community, was arrested 
after a joint investigation by five law 
enforcement agencies on May 6, 
1987. 


According to Coffee County 
Deputy Sheriff Buddy Ammons, a 
‘plant material,’’ later identified as 
marijuana, was found in ready for 
use and plant form at the Skinner 
house. 

Skinner is free on $15,000 bond 
awaiting grand jury action.

15 People Expected To Die On Alabama 


Highways During Long Holiday 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 15 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Fourth of July holiday period, 
according to Col. Tom Wells, 
department director. 

The holiday period begins at 6 
p.m. Thursday, July 2, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, July 5, for a total 
of 78 hours. Last year during the 
78-hour holiday period there were 12 
fatalities, nine on rural roadways and 
three in urban areas. 

Wells encouraged all motorists to 
exercise extreme caution and to 
observe all the traffic safety laws t 
help ensure a safe holiday. He urged 
drivers to obey the speed limit and to 
use seat belts and child restraints. 

‘*Many motorists will be travel- 
ing Alabama’s roadways over the 
Fourth of July holiday period. 


Troopers will be out in full force to 
protect the motoring public and 
remove those who drive danger- 
ously,’’ said Wells. Federal grant 
programs aimed at DUI and speed 
limit enforcement will allow 
additional troopers to be on duty. 

Wells also reminded motorists 
that the drinking driver is the 
greatest threat to traffic safety. 
‘*Alabama’s DUI law provides the 
means to deal firmly with those who 
commit the crime of driving under 
the influence,’’ said Wells. 

It mandates loss of the driving 
privilege for 90 days and attendance 
of DUI school, and also allows a $250 
to $1,000 fine and possible imprison- 
ment upon first conviction. Second 
and subsequent convictions carry 
increasingly severe penalties. 


New Brockton Receives $250,623 Grant 
For Expansion Of Sewer Lines In City 


Gov. Guy Hunt has announced 
$3,763,750 in Community Develop- 
ment Block Grants for 14 southeast 
Alabama cities and counties, to be 
used for projects such as sewer, 
water, streets, drainage, housing 
rehabilitation and other projects. 

‘I know that this $3.7 million will 
address many pressing needs and 
services being offered by muni- 
cipalities and counties,’’ Gov. Hunt 
said, ‘‘but it by no means corrects all 
the problems faced by officials in this 
section of Alabama or statewide."’ 

ADECA assistant director Fred 
Braswell said, ‘‘Sewer and water 
projects continue to be the major 
problems addressed statewide. Of 


the 55 projects, 22 were to improve 
or add to present sewer services, and 
11 were to improve or extend water. 
service to residents.’’ 

Those southeast Alabama areas 
receiving grants include the 
following: 

New Brockton - The town of New 
Brockton will receive $250,623 for 
the construction of 10,500 linear feet 
of sewer lines to serve 105 
households, benefiting 335  resi- 
dents, of which 90 percent are of 
low-to-moderate income. The town 
has obtained a loan of $100,000 for 
the project, for a total cost of 
$350,623. 


Fireworks Cause Damage To Eyes 


Who do the Fourth of July and 
New Year’s Eve have in common? 
Fireworks. If fireworks, especially 
bottle rockets and firecrackers, are 
used improperly, they can result in 
terrible injury to the person using 
them or to an innocent bystander. 

According to the Alabama 
Academy of Ophthalmology, nearly 
one-seventh of the approximately 
10,000 annual fireworks accidents in 
the nation involve injuries to the 
eyes. Over half of those injuries 
result in some degree of permanent 
visual damage, while some victims 
may suffer a complete loss of the 
eye. 

Especally vulnerable to fireworks 
are children ages five to 14. Many of 
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these accidents can be prevented. 
Children need adult supervision 
while experimenting with any 
fireworks, especially bottle rockets. 

Protective eyewear is a wise 
precaution for adults as well as 
children. Protective eyeglasses can 
be purchased at most sporting goods 
stores and sports facilities. Persons 
who require corrective lenses should 
ask their ophthalmologist to make 
their regular prescription into safety 


glasses.

) HOW DO YOU JOIN THE 
CHURCH OF CHRIST? 


BOB PRICHARD 


Americans join many organizations, from civic clubs like Rotary and 
Lions, to personal development clubs such as Toastmasters, to 


organizations such as the P.T.A, 


It is natural that one would think 


about ‘‘joining the church."’ As strange as it may seem, however, one 
cannot ‘‘join the church of Christ.’’ The idea of ‘‘joining the church’’ 
carries with it the thought that the church is just like any other 
organization, that one may join at will. The church is different from 
any other organization on earth, however, because of its divine origin, 

If one can’t ‘‘join the church,’’ then how does one become a 
member of the church? The second chapter of Acts describes the 
beginning of the Lord's church, on the day of Pentecost, almost 2,000 
years ago. The last verse of the chapter says, ‘‘And the Lord added to 
the church daily those who were being saved” (Acts 2:47), Sowe donot 
‘join the church,’’ but we are added to the church by the Lord as we 
are being saved. Some discount the value of the church, and say that it 
is unimportant, but the church is the body of Christ. ‘He is the head of 


the b 


y, the church’’ (Col, 1:18). 


The church is so valuable, that 


Christ sacrificed Himself for it: ‘Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it’’ (Eph. 5:25). 
Since the Lord ‘‘added to the church daily those who were being 
saved,"’ and the church is the body of Christ, and He ‘‘gave himself for 
it,’’ salvation and the church are tied together. When one is saved, the 
Lord adds him to His church. The key then, is, ‘‘what must I do to be 
saved?"’ After hearing that sermon on Pentecost, realizing that they 
had crucified the very Son of God, the multitude of Jews cried out, 
‘*Men and brethren, what shall we do?"’ (Acts 2:37). Their cry showed 
that they recognized Jesus as the Son of God, and that they wanted to 
turn from sin and obey Christ. Peter’s reply was, ‘‘Repent and be 
baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost’’ (Acts 2:38). 
Those on Pentecost expressed faith in Christ by the very nature of 
their question, and then they were told to ‘‘repent and be baptized 
every one of you for the remission (forgiveness) of sins.’’ ‘*Then they 
that gladly received his word were baptized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about three thousand souls’’ (Acts 2:41). Three 
thousand obeyed Christ in baptism, and the Lord added them to His 


church, 


The other conversion accounts in Acts show that each was 


saved by obeying the Lord in baptism, following repentance and faith 


in Christ, 
Lord adds us to His church. 


We do not “‘join the church,"’ but when we obey Him, the

It was the first Sunday of the 


month. There was no preaching at. 


the country church so nine-year old 
BiH was permitted to peddle nickel 
bags of parched peanuts in the 
nearby swamp to the pipeline crew. 
The newsflash via: the workers’ 
battery radio brought my brother 
racing back home that day, Decem- 
ber 7,1941, with the message that 
was rocking the world, ‘‘The United 
States was at war’’. 

The next five years brought great 
changes as the American people 
“gave up-first luxuries, then con- 
veniences, then necessities. They 
became partners, answering the 
question that hovered over their 
land, ‘‘Will the sacrificies be enough 
to keep our nation free?"’ 

Hog lard, grown stale and burned 
by frying catfish from the creek, was 
no longer thrown out the kitchen 
door. It was, instead saved in mason 
jars, then taken to a collection site 
for using in explosives to halt the 
enemies’ advance. 

In tiny villages and in big towns 
mamas urged their offsprings to 
‘add your sums before time to blow 
out the lamp.’’ Not a single striked 
match was allowed during ‘‘black- 
outs’’--no great inconvenience, just 
an indication of their oneness, their 
willingness to cooperate. 


Scrap iron was hauled across the 
land in wagons, trucks and trains. 
My brother Bill and I were inspired 
by patriotism (and the thirty-odd- 
cent-per-pound-payment) to find the 
“gold in them ‘thar hills’. We 
brought it out, with Old Maude’s 
help, on the ground slide. Brought 
even the cheaper-paying rusted 
sheets of tin from the burned-out 
cabin site up on the ridge. Stole the 
warped iron bedstead from the 
kudzu. And quickly snatched the 
sledge hammer head and broken 
firedogs from the honeysuckle vines 
that had slowly claimed them o’er 
the years. 

Bill and I deprived our decen- 
dants of their rightful inheritance; 
we found our great-grandma’s crack- 
ed washpot and her rusted iron baker 
(the one she’d used for cooking 
cornbread on the fireplace during the 
Civil War)--we found them out in the 
smokehouse where mama was keep- 
ing them until she had time to scrub 
them up with sand--and we secretly 
‘*sacrificed’’ them to the ‘‘scrapiron 
man’’ for enough to get a week's 
supply of BB Bats from the rolling 
store. 

When Americans were fortunate 
enough to supplement their main 
oral hygiene product, baking soda, 
with a tiny tube of Pepsodent tooth 
paste--when they were that lucky-- 
they remembered the war effort.

Families ate sawmill gravy for 
breakfast and sold all their eggs to 
the roiling store; they needed the 
coppers to keep the letters going to 
the lonely soldiers. And at Christ- 
mas the daddies sat, head-in-hands, 
refusing to unwrap overalls that 
mamas had paid for with their butter 
money. They refused to be merry, 
saying ‘‘How can I enjoy Christmas 
when my son is across the waters’’. 

They fell agaianst the wall and 
cried, ‘‘Oh, God, not our Reedus’’, 
as the mailman walked slowly to the 
door with an official envelope. A few 
days later all that was left of the 
young fun-loving boy was taken 
quickly from the train, making room 
for another load of shell boxes 
leaving that little wayside station 
near the box factory.

The long, hovering 
question had been answered. To- 
gether--the deprications and the 
sacrifices (both small and great), and 
the confessions, and the pleadings, 
and the promises, and the tender 
mercies of a great loving God--to- 
gether these had proven to be

cushioned sofa watching color tele- 
vision with a popsicle handy in a 
nearby fridge and a ceiling fan 
whirring overhead.

And, as this 
Fourth of July approaches, now, 
especially, is the time to say ‘‘God 
bless America,’’ and really come to 
the realization and appreciation of all 
the many freedoms, blessings and 
gifts the Good Lord has so 
generously and lovingly provided for 
us! And also a good time to 
remember those who are less 
fortunate and blessed than we! 

Our special ‘‘Senior Citizen’ this 
week happens to be a New Brockton 
native by the name of Mrs. Lettie 
Belle Brock McDowell. 

Miss Lettie Belle, or ‘‘Bebell,’’ 
as she is lovingly called by her sister 
and some of her nieces and nephews; 
and ‘‘Aunt Lettie Belle,’’ by other 
nieces and nephews; and just ‘‘Aunt 
Lette,’’ by so many of her friends, is 
a most youthful-looking 88-year-old. 

When we told her she certainly 
didn’t look 88, she laughingly 
replied, ‘‘I feel it.’’ 

Miss Lettie Belle was born May 
11, 1899, one of nine children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hugh E. Broc! She also 
had six brothers and sisters born to 
her father from a previous marriage. 

She told us her father ‘‘was a 
farmer and merchant, a ‘Jack-of-all- 
trades.’ ’’ He owned a general store/ 
hardware store in New Brockton, and 
is considered to be the founder of the 
town of New Brockton. 

She remembers him as being 
“‘medium-built,’’ and ‘‘I mean he 
was strict,’’ she said in response to 
our question. She said all the 15 
children called him ‘‘Papa.’’ 

Miss Lettie Belle’s mother was 
the former Lena Florence Watson of 
Clintonville. About her ‘‘Mama,’’ 
as all the children called her, she 
remembers her as being ‘‘short and 
easy-going.”’ 

Of the 15 children, only one sister 
is still living and she is Mrs. Mary 
Stephens of New Brockton, We had a 
nice long visit with her via the 
telephone and from our conversation 
we found it difficult to believe that 
she is 85 years old, for she sounded 
so young and energetic, and shared 
some of the sweetest and warmest 
memories of her mama with us. 

Miss Mary recounted the follow- 
ing things to us; 

‘*Mama died at the age of 87 and 
was one of the best mothers there 
ever was! She was good to everyone 
- known to everyone and called 
‘Granny’ by everyone. 

‘‘Mama never knew how many 
would be sitting down at her table for 
dinner. You know, the farmers came 
in from the country on their horses 
and wagons to Papa's store to buy 
things and at dinnertime, to all the 
men in the store, he’d say, ‘Come 
on men, let's go eat!"’ 

‘And so they’d come to our 
house and eat and Papa would have 
feed for their horses, ‘cause he 
owned six horses. 

“‘l remember Mama had a little 
horse named ‘Maude’ and a little 
surrey-like thing and we children did 
like to ride out to Clintonville on it to 
visit Grandma and Grandpa Watson

for the day. Sometimes Mama would 
let us start out walking a short while 
before she left on the buggy and then 
she’d pick us up. 

“Il remember Mama always kept 
her children at home and we played 
in the back yard and the other 
children would come over and play 
with us; and you know how children 
will get to fussing and saying, ‘He 
started it,’ and another saying, ‘He 
Started it.’ Well, Mama, in a gentle 
quiet voice would tell us, ‘I’m just 
going to have to spank all of you so 
I'll be sure to get the guilty one,’ and 
so she’d tap each child, and years 
and years later, she had one of those 
children come back to her as an adult 
and tell her what a good influence 
she had been on him and how he 
appreciated her. 

‘*She was a good influence on lots 
of people! She helped others who 
were less fortunate than herself. I 
can’t say enough good things about 
my mama! Everybody who knew her 
loved her! I know I sound like I’m 
bragging, but it is the truth. She was 
a good Christian lady. She did lots 
that was never known; she didn’t get 
out and tell about what she did.”’ 

The mother of Miss Lettie Belle’s 
six half-brothers and sisters was the 
former Miss Lettie Catherine Dick of 
Ozark. Miss Mary said she was 
sitting on the porch of the old Brock 
family home in New Brockton one 
day and just fell over with a heart 
attack and died at a young age, 
leaving the six young  Brocks 
motherless. Miss Lettie Belle’s 


. mother was indeed a good person to 


step in and marry a man who already 
had six children and become a 
mother to them; then their union 
produced nine more children!. 

Miss Mary said Miss Lettie Belle 


was named for their father’s first. 


wife. 

The six children of Mr. Hugh E. 
Brock and Miss Lettie Catherine 
Dick Brock, all of whom are now 
deceased, as are their spouses, 
were: 

Horace Brock, who married Pearl 
Hutchison, a native of Elba. They 
were the parents of two children and 
made their home in Elba.

A memory of Miss Lettie Belle’s: 
‘I remember we had a long, wide 
hall and I tried skating in it with my 
children,’’ she recalled laughing. 
When we repeated this to Miss 
Mary, she laughed and said, ‘‘I tried 
it too, but neither of us could skate -- 
we never did learn how."’ 

Miss Lettie Belle recalled, ‘We'd 
get together at Christmas and have 
the best time! We all enjoyed it! 
When I was a child, I remember 
Santa coming and leaving dolls and 
fruit.’’

If Miss Lettie Belle could live her 
life over: ‘‘I’d make up for lost time 
doing church work and doing for 
Others.”’ 

Her advice to us from her 
vantage point of 88 years young? ‘‘I 


wouldn't try to advise them -- they 
wouldn’t take it if you gave it to 
them.”’ 

Her one wish? ‘‘That I could 
walk again,’’ 

Miss Mary, in summing up her 
sister, had the following sweet 


things to say about Miss Lettie Belle: 
“We all just love Bebell! We’re a 
close family -- she’s just a second 
mother tv all the nieces and 
nephews. liiey just love her to death 
- she’s a lovable person.’’

meeting and visiting with her!

“Electricity in the beginning was 
viewed as a luxury or at least looked 
upon as one thing not absolutely 
necessary. Today it has become the 
center of the survival of our society,"’ 
said Max Davis, cooperative 
manager. 

The cooperative celebrated 50 
years of service during June with an 
open house on June 17 at the 
cooperative headquarters on 
Highway 231 south of Troy.

County human resources operating 


The Coffee County Dept. of 
Human Resources released its 
monthly report last week, and in the 
detailed report county director 
Ronald Smith stated the atmosphere 
in the offices in Elba and New 
Brockton was ‘‘excellent,’’ and the 
department was operating in an 
effective and efficient manner. 

Smith stated the department had 
received a great deal of positive 
publicity in recent weeks that was 
well-deserved by the workers and 
the positive image was helping the 
employees’ attitudes about the 
Stressful situations they often deal 
with, 

The director also added that the 
employees are listening to personal 
improvement tapes that are 
designed to help them both pro- 
fessionally and in private life. The 
department’s video training library 
is continuing to grow, according to 
Smith, and he praised the efforts of 
the E,L.Gibson Foundation for 
making the video tape purchases 
possible. 

In a copy of a letter mailed to Mr. 
Gil Jennings, a member of the 
Resource Management Task Force, 
Smith stated he was opposed to a 
plan for the counties to assume the 
function of county budgeting. In the 
letter, Smith wrote ‘‘there is 
expertise in computer hardware and 
software at the state level that can 
compute the salaries, fringe 
benefits, income tax, Social Security 
and other items necessary for staff 
salaries, There is no need to delegate 
this function to the county because 
the staff allocation formula can take 
care of this, 

“I would rather see us use our 
time in trying to develop workfare 
programs, preventing teenage 
pregnancies, enriching family life 
and dealing with the day-to-day 
problems that the people of Alabama 
need,”’ 

Community Resource supervisor 
Glenda Smith reported she had 
recently attended a workshop on 
youth depression and suicide, a 
problem that must be addressed at 
all levels. She also stated stress 
workshops had been presented tothe 
staff at the Elba Nursing Home and 
to the department heads at Elba 
General Hospital. Employees taking 
part stated after the workshop that 
they felt they could better cope with 
stress both on the job and at home, 

Mrs, Smith reported the depart- 
ment had a successful year in the 
school system in Coffee County 
through presentations and puppet 
shows. Approximately 2200 students 
were reached during the past school 
year and all faculty members 


received information concerning the 
reporting of child abuse and neglect. 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen reported that during the past 
month her department had 
investigated 32 cases of child abuse 
(13 physical, 4 sexual and 15 neglect) 
and 3 cases of adult abuse. Open 
cases included 82 adult protective 
services, 35 adult Medicaid waivers, 
15 adoptions, 44 foster care, 25 day 
care homes and 170 child protective 
services, 

Mrs. Hansen also stated that it 
was the responsibility of the unit to 
achieve permanent plans for foster 
children, Federal law dictated that 
the department make diligent efforts 
to help the family resolve the 
problems that resulted in the 
children being removed from the 
home, and a juvenile judge is also

Hartzell said several breakdowns 
of this equipment coupled with the 
holiday schedule has caused some 
confusion in the residential areas but 
isn’t something that can’t be worked 
out, He explained that his firm is 
noted for giving reliable service and 
they expect to earn that reputation in 
Elba, 

Trash pickup is also a problem, 
according to Hartzell, He said there 
was a lot of trash in the city and it 
would take some time for them to 
catch up. He is running a trash truck 
five days a week and will establish a 
regular schedule once the backlog 
has been cleared out. 

Hartzell stressed that his firm 


was following the same daily routes 
as residents were on previously, 
However, he noted pickup might be 
at a different time of the day than 
before, but it would still be on the 
same day. He noted that a lot of 
citizens were not moving their 
garbage to curbside (or edge of 
yard), Only handicapped residents 


are eligible for other service, These 
must establish eligibility with the 
city hall to receive service other than 
curbside, 

Hartzell again stressed that his 
company moved into Elba on July 1 
as a favor and requested citizens be 
understanding to his problems while 
using this makeshift equipment. 


Unemployment rate continues 


to decline in Coffee County 


Alabama's unemployment rate 
declined from 8,2 percent in April to 
7.9 percent in May, and also 
measured below the year-ago rate of 
9.7 percent, according to J.G. Allen, 
director of the Alabama Dept. of 
Industrial Relations. 

This rate represented 149,600 
unemployed in May, compared tc 
153,700 in April, and 184,700 a year 
ago. Allen noted May’s rate was the 
lowest recorded since April, 1980, 
when the state’s unemployment rate 
measured 7.4 percent. 

Wage and salary employment 
advanced 4,100 over the month, with 
advances in both the manufacturing 
and nonmanufacturing divisions. 

Seasonal hiring in the agricul 
tural sector also contributed 
materially to May's unemploymc 
rate decline, Over the year, advances 
in wage and salary employment 


totaled 20,400, 

The comparable national rate 
declined from 6.2 percent in April to 
6.1 percent in May, and also 
measured below the year-ago rate of 
7.0 percent. 


According to the figures for the 
month of May, Coffee County had a 
civilian work force of 17,600 and of 
that work force only 1,160 were 
unemployed. The figure is a drop 
from 7.1 percent in April and a drop 
from 8.2 percent in May of 1986, The 
latest figures ranked Coffee County 
13th in the state in employment 
figures.

indicated he had been dead since 
Saturday night or early Sunday 
morning. He was fully clothed and 
the bed in his bedroom was made, 
according to those who viewed the 
scene. He was found on the floor of 
his living room, near an overstuffed 
chair that matched the sofa. His 
glasses were in the chair as was a 
wallet, assumed to belong to Mr. 
Roberts. His false teeth were on the 
floor between his body and the 
chair. A broken broom and a pair of 
scissors were nearby as was an 
electric iron. There appeared to be 
blood on the iron indicating it may 
have been the instrument used for 
the blows tothe head. The telephone 
on a table beside the chair also had 
what appeared to be blood spattered 
onit. There was a circle of blood on 
the side of the chair, an indication 
that Roberts had been turned over to 
gain access to his left back pocket 
which had contained his wallet. 

Officers have declined to explain 
or comment on reliable reports that 
several terry cloth bath towels were 
around the victim’s head and/or 
near his body. 

The apartment had only one 
outside door and this was locked 


when Mrs. Winston attemnted to 
check on Mr. Roberts. She had to 
enter the apartment from a door that 
connected the apartment to her 
home. She said that she was in the 
apartment before she _ realized 
anything was wrong and she just 
backed out and called the rescue 
squad. 

The rescue members arrived 
thinking they had an injury, but 
quickly saw it was far worse. They 
reportedly quickly backed out and 
the scene was secured by the Elba 
police, who began compiling a 
complete list of everyone who 
entered the apartment. They also 
insured nothing was touched until it 
had been examined by experts from 
the state crime lab and ABI. 

Mrs. Winston said her son had 
been visiting with her during the 
weekend, but neither of them heard 


any unusual noise from _ the 
apartment. Mr. Roberts had told 
employees of this newspaper 
previously that he loved the 


apartment and one of his reasons 
was there were no sounds passing 
back and forth between his apart- 
ment and the main house.
